We made a promise, some days, ago, to 
Give an account of our visit to Ashland, 
which for so muny, years wasthe home of 
Henry Clay, a name dear to the American 
people and to which the memory clings like 
ivy tothe oak. Ashland bas often been de- 
scribed by abler pens.than eura, and its name 
has gone forth tothe, ends of the earth. 
Those who have preceded us, however, 
saw Ashland when tn its full glory, ax a qui- 
ef, modest, inpretending dwelling, and wnen 
the occupant was ia his pride of place, first 
inthe race of men, . ‘Those days have pass- 
ed away, never to return. Notonly has the 
jewel vanished from our sight, but the casket 
has been broken which contained it. Henry 
Clay is dead, and Ashland is a ruin, 

Tt was near the close of a warm and pleas- 
ant day that we rode in a carriage from the 
hotel door in Lexington to Ashland We 
weré not prepared to find the dwelling to- 
tally demolished: all that remained of it was 
part of abrick wall, which hud once served 
to divide the parlor from the library, ard 
upon this some half dozen men were at work 
with erowbar and pickaxe, levelling | it 
to the ground, All, therefore, that re- 
mains of the old homestead of the statesman 
isa pile of bricks und rubbish, We were 
told that the present proprietor of the estate 
—a son of Henry Clay—is aboutto erect 
on the site of the old dwelling a new edifice 
of its exact form and character. This will 
make some amends for the work of demoli- 
tion he bas completed, but it’ will hardly 
pardon it. The old house might have 
been repaired; it should not have been de- 
strayed. It was one of those consecrated 
spots, those shrines of liberty, to which the 
pilgrim would oft retive to revive hope and 
strenuthen his love of country. 

Aside from the interest fixed to the spat 
becanse of him who, for s0 many years, 
found therein his home, there is nothing re- 
markable about Ashland, The estate par- 
takes of the general character of the Sands 
inthe neighborhood of Lexington, being 
rick and fruitful, There are many fine 
trees in the immediate locality where the 
dwelling stood, and we can scarcely im- 
ayine'a more proper rural home than Ash- 
land ounce was for such a man as Henry 
Clay. But its glory has daparted —Henry 
Clay’s home is razed to the earth. It was 
with a mortified and disappointed spirit that 
we left Ashland, and directed our way to- 
wards the cametry, which is on the other 
side of Lexington from Ashland, but near 
the closely-inhalited part ofthe city, It 1g 
an exceedingly well-selected spot, and con- 
tains many handsome monuments, Our 
chief desire, hawever, was to see the grave 


of the ‘‘Great Cominoner.”” We soon 
found it. Itis marked by no steno or monu- 
ment. The place of sepulture, however, is 


well selected. Heory Clay lies just where 
he ought to—in the heart of Kentucky. 
The spot is beantiful and quiet, and ‘he 
sleeps well.’” His grave is henped up in the 
usual form, and covered With the green 
eward. It is centemplated to build his 
monument on the spot where he now rests 

We own that we like the simple beauty of 
his unmarked grave better than we would a 
monument. It bronght toonr mind the 
graye of Sir Walter Scott, in St Mary's 
aisle, in the ruined Abbey of Drybargh 

Scott’s grave, like Clay’s; bears no monu- 
mental stone; the green hillock alone. marks 
where he rests. Buthow quiet and holy 
rest doth seem!

Tidings of the City of Glasgow. 


At last, after months of painful suepense 
indications of the prohable fate of the steum- 
ship City of Glasgow and of the hundreds 
of unfortunate beings who embarked in her, 
have come to light. Captain MeLeary, of 
the bark Mary Morvigy, from Glasgow, ar- 
rived here yesterday, and reporta that on 
the 18th of August, in let, 5846, lon. 16 
07, weather very thick at the time anda 
heavy sea on, he fell in with the hull of a 
Jarge iron vessel, apparently Clyde built, 
painted black, with a bright red bottom.— 
There were threejor four compartments in 
the hull, and all the wond. work was en- 
tirely burnt out of her Some of the men 
who were sent aloft to look into her perceived 
that she had machinery in her. On the 
ext day Capt. McLedry fellin with and 
toek on buard a full length female figure 
head, about seven feet in height, with her 
band extended, and a wreath upon her head, 
and green stripes on her dress. .The figure 
can be seen on board the Mary Morris, 
at the foot of Pine street. It was the im= 
pression of all on board the bark that the 
wreck was that of an iron propeller, sup- 
posed the City of Glasgow. From the cir- 
cumstance that no other iron vessel has 
been reported lost, except the steamer He- 
len Sloman, some three years back, ap- 
pearances favor the belief that the wreck 
was that of the City of Glasgow, and that 
the tate of (ie poor souls on board though 
different (rom that bitherto supposed, Was 
the most awjul that can occur amiong ‘the 
many disasters incidental to the ocean,— 
Though the proofs are but snsall to identity 
the wreck is that of the City of ‘Glasgow, 
the weather being too unfavorable to make 
amore thorough examination, still enough 
may have been seen to guide these to & de= 
cision who were acquainted with thé unfor- 
tunate vessel, 

Our Philadelphia correapondent telegrapha 
that the City of/Glasgow had no such figure 
head as that picked up by the Mary Morris. 
We think he is mistaken, She had such an 
ornament wher she traded from this port, but 
it may have been taken off... She had, how- 
ever,a red béitom. . The figure héad may 
have belonged to some other yeasel.——[N. Y.

The article so pressed, 
finds a ready market for use, on shipboard 
und in lumber regions, where grass is not 
conveniently near. The Mississippi river 
and its branches furnish a very extended 
market far the article; and a limited demand 
exisia for it about our Lakes. Inquiries 
liave been made of us as to the extent of this 
laiter demand, and the possibility of preasing 
hay wwthe auterior withaview to market 
here. From what inquiries we heve been 
ubleto make, we are pot prepared to bold 
oul any very warm encouragement for any 
exiended business of the ‘kind at present. 
The articie is-commonly sold a few bales at 
n time, to veasela bound for the lowar lakes, 
or fog some of the lamber regions along one 
or the other sids of Lake Michigan. This 
dem ind i4 thus fae supplied by 9 single es- 
tablisiment, which employs~ only (wo prer- 
res, and which are operated nenr the city; 
the hay being delivered in bulk, from the 
pluces of cutting. Phe price usually got 
heretufore ia six dollars per ton for praizio, 
andven dollars tor Timothy or other cul- 
tivated tay. It will be readily “seen, that 
neither ue or the other can be brought any 
considerable distance at these prices, since 
corsage alons would eat up allthe profits 
shat might remain alter the expenses of pres:

“We learn from well-informed sourcea at 
Washington, thatthe terms ofthe Treaty 
are substantially as follows: 

The Islands are to be at once admitted 
into the Union, not asa territory, bot aso 
Stnte—with fill State sovereign powers — 
In consideration ol this surrender of their 
National sovereignty, the United States, 
besides ngreeitig to respect all existing 
charters, land titles, &e., are to pay some 
£30,000 or $40,000 ‘unnually annually ae 
Ide unnuities to such persons as the sover- 
eign authorities shall designate. Jt i be- 
lieved that this annuity, will not exceed thir- 
ty) individunula, including the King, his two 
sons, and thes members of the House of 
Nobles, all of whom are now rich, and con- 
stitute (he great land-helders of thre kingdon
